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WATER  LILIES 

The  lily  pool  is  rapidly  becoming  a  point  of  interest  in  the  American 
garden.  With  its  wonderful  array  of  bloom  from  early  spring  to  late  fall,  it 
is  hard  to  imagine  a  more  thoroughly  satisfactory  garden  feature.  Pools  are 
easily  constructed;  and  after  the  lilies  are  once  planted,  require  little,  care 
other  than  the  occasional  addition  of  water  to  maintain  the  desired  level.
